specified rate , en d e av o rs to write i n s u r­ 
ance in this S tate , those com panies a f ­ 
fec ted by t h e a g r e e m e n t put th e r a te s 
so low t h a t th e outside com panies can 
not exist. 
T h e decrease in rates, h ow ­ 
ever, are only t e m p o r a r y , a n d as soon as 
th e o u tside c o m panies cease business th e 
orig in al r a te s a re resumed. 
In this m a n ­ 
ner com p etitio n is pra c tic a lly destroyed. 
Mr. B in g h am is here to ascertawi th e 
co n d itio n of th e rates charge«! in this 
city.

Established by Government. 


WASHINGTON, l>. 
April 2.5.--An 
event of importance to the wood-using 
industries of the country and to engi­ 
neers is the completion of the Forest 
Products Laboratory at Madison. Wis. 
June I has been set for the formal open­ 
ing. 
The laboratory has been estab­ 
lished to aid, through ex periments and 
demonstrations, the lessening of waste 
in the manufacture and use of wood. 
It 
is a cooperative undertaking between 
the L. S. Department of Agriculture and 
the University of Wisconsin. 
The state 
lias erected for the purpose a new build 
ing at the university and will furnish 
[ilsu the light, heat and power. 
The I >«* 
hartment of Agriculture has supplied 
rhe equipment and apparatus "and will 
Maintain the force of thirty-five or 
ortv persons required to carry on the 
A’ork. 
Through this arrangement, the 
,’nited States has secured perhaps the 
irgest and best epuipped wood testing 
laboratory in the world.- 
The laboratory will lie prepared to 
ake tests on the strength and other 
•operties of wood, to investigate the 
mcesses of treating timbei to prevent 
fstruction by decay and other causes, 
study the saving of wood refuse by 
^filiation processes, to ex amine the 
er of various woods for paper and 
ler purposes, and to determine the in- 
ienee of the microscopic structure of 
od on its characteristics and proper- 
s. 
Facilities are at hand, in fact, for

Readiness-to-Serve Charge. 
The proposal of Bevins contains a 
paragraphs 
reading 
as 
follow’s: ‘' A 
readiness-to-serve charge for connected 
load per horsepower, or fraction there­ 
of, for power and all other purposes of 
25 cents per month. 
From the wording of this paragraph 
this charge could be made to apply to 
all lighting, both commercial and do­ 
mestic, as well as motor service and act 
as an increase in these rates. 
In our 
opinion, however, this was probably in- 
tended to apply to the power service 
ottlv, and we have so considered it in 
the comparisons. 
Summa ry . 
The street lighting rates of tin* Lay­ 
ton proposal are lowest on all items, 
ex cept 50-watt tungsten incandescent 
lamp, on which the Bevins proposal is 
SO cents lower per light per year. 
On 
the street lighting, sis a whole, sis shown 
on the plans, and also using all arc lamps 
the Layton proposal is lowest. 
The ex act relation of the two pro. 
posals with regard to public buildings is 
impossible to determine, owing to the 
absence of any record of the past con­ 
sumption sit the city building, and the 
use of both gas and electricity sit the 
library. 
in our opinion the rate <d‘ three cents 
for sill public buildings, of tlu* Layton 
proposal, is better than the 2,999 kilo­ 
watt hour per year free for the city 
building, and the full commercial rate 
for any consumption in ex cess of that 
amount, and for sill current used at 
other public buildings. 
The commercial arc light tbit rat« * of 
$3.00 per month, of the Bevins proposal, 
is lower than the rate of the Layton 
proposal, though the difference would 
bt* very small when the 49 hour guar­ 
antee rate of the latter proposal was 
used. 
The commercial lighting rates of the 
Layton proposal are lower on bills up 
to 69 kilowatt hours per month, which 
are the rates which will apply t«> the 
smaller stores. 
From 69 to 300 kilo­ 
watt hours per month the rates equal; 
from 300 to 1000 the Layton proposal is 
lower, and above 1000 high« *r. 
As a whole, considering the amount of 
current use« l by stores in cities of this 
size, the I^avton rates are the lower. 


The 
minimum 
charge—35 
cents 
per 
month in tin* Bevins proposal and $1.90 
in tlu* Layton—are of no importance in 
this service, as no store will use less 
than nine kilowatt hours per month. 
The domestic lighting 
rat« *s of the 
Leyton proposal are lowest up to 20 
kilowatt hours consumption per month, 
and those of the Bevins proposal on 
higher consumption. 
The average do­ 
mestic lighting bill in cities of this 
siz« * will be from $15 to $18 per vear and, 
therefore, nearly all come within 29 kil­ 
owatt hours consumption per month. 
The minimum charge of the Layton 
proposal is $1.00 per month, as against 
35 cents per month in the Bevins pro­ 
posal. 
This is an advantage for small 
consumers during tlu* summer months. 
Li our opinion the total charge col­ 
lected under the rates of each proposal 
would be practically the same, the ad­ 
vantage, if anything, being on the side 
of the Bevins proposal 
The power rates of the Layton pro­ 
posal are very much below those of the 
Bevins proposal in all cases. 
The Bevins proposal c o n t a i n a clause 
to the effect that they will confer with 
the council with reference to the price 
of 
250-watt tungsten 
lamps for the 
street lighting servic« *. 
In our opinion 
this clause can not lu* considered in a 
review of this proposal; certainly not 
without giving their competitor an op­ 
portunity to submit a price on the same 
service, and we believe it only fair to 
issume that the lowest bidder on other 
street lights would also be the lowest on 
this type. 
( considering the rates as a whole, it is 
our opinion that those of th» > Layton 
proposal are more advantageous, both 
to th<* city and to the inhabitants, than 
those of the Bevins proposal.
